September and 7 October 1957:

A sunply battalion with an uncetermined number of soldiers wearing black» 
bordered blue epaulets was stctioned at the field.

Comment, Alt Loenmnewitz airfield is still oceuried by a fighter 
regiment. Letween 28 September and 7 October. particularly formation 
flying and strafing was observed. The information that four 1iG-15s took 
off simultaneously indicates that the pilots have reached a good status 
of training. Strafine at tank dummies in the vicinity of the airfield 
is renorted for the first time, It is believed that the firing range is 
actually located near Strehla on the Libe Kiver, south of s1t Loennewitz,,
